Muskrat are used principally in 
Europe, and the market there was filled up 
last spring, and a large collection is now be- 
ing offered. We hope that in tho future 
muskrat will do better, but if they hold 
their own for the present it is all that_can 
be expected. Bear, which is an export 
article, is out of fashion. The greatest de- 
mand is for marten, mink and skunk. A 
good deal of the demand for skunk may be 
speculative, because they write from Europe 
that skunk is not in fashion there,and to sell 
them in this country. We think well of 
mink, particularly of the best dark sorts, 
Such mink are high, A very small per cent 
of marten pass as dark, and not a larger 
per cent as brown ; most of them are pale. 
Ail furs caught at this season of the year 
are prime, except muskrat which are best 
as winter is merging into spring. The 
January London sales run from January 
16th to 20th.

Justice Rouleau re-opened North Can- 
more and Laggan, two polls, which 
combined, bad given Mr. Sifton 26 
majority ; Canmore having given 31 
for Sifton and Laggan 5 for Brett; 
and ordered a new election on the 
ground that the deputy returning 
officers at these polls had sworn voters 
to the trath of statements signed by 
them, and without any evidence that 
even one qualified voter had refused to 
vote, but on the contrary the evidence 
showed that they had ail taken the 
oath and voted. 

These two places are largely com- 
posed of railroad employees, subject to 
removal, and a number had remov- 
ed, and others became qualified, be- 
fore the election which was held 
on the l4th January; and the 
qualified voters on that day, to a 
eertain extent, was composed of 
people who were not voters on the 
4th Nov. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties so 
encountered Mr. Sifton according 
to the decision of the returning 
officer and court of revision obtained 
& majority of ten in the two polling 
places, which leaves him with a major- 
ity of four in the whole district. 

A question has now arisen and is 
being brought again to the considera- 
tion of the judge as to the validity of 
certain votes presumed to have been 
east for Dr. Brett. 

Acting under.the authority to ap- 
point scrutineers and agents Dr. Brett 
appointed a number of persons resid- 
ing in other polling divisions which 
were not re-opened, and who for 
various reasons did not vote at the 
election of Nov. 4th. Some having 
been absent from the constituency at 
that time, and others not then qualifi- 
ed by length of residence to vote. 
These persens voted aa agents and 
scrutincers, and their votes were 
objected to and disallowed by the 
court of revision. 

The question of the validity of these 
votes is now, we understand, being 
appealed to Mr. Justice Rouleau, and 
the result of bis judgment will be 
awaited with a good deal of interest, 
as the allowing of these votes would 
amount practically to re-opening every 
part of the constituency for the in- 
dividual benefit of voters who were 
either not qualified, or absent on 
election day, and without the excuse 
given by the law, of any irregularity 
in the polling districts where they 
were residents.

NOT HOBSON'S CHOICE HERE. 

J. W. Yeo, of Stuartburn, Man., 
has been giving his opinion of his 
Galician neighbors. He says that 
the country occupied by the Galicians 
there ia unsuitable for English settle- 
ment, and that it was better to have 
the Galicians than nobody. Also he 
believes that they will make as good 
settlers as the Mennonites have prov- 
ed. Mr. Yeo is entitled to his 
opinions. If he likes people who 
murder each other at $10 per, head as 
did these very neighbors of his in the 
Bocjeczko case, he is more than wel. 
come. It would be interesting to 
know upon what Mr. Yeo bases his 
opinion that the Galicians will make 
as good settlers as the Mennonites. 
The latter have been a success where- 
ever they have been. The former 
have so far never been a success. 
They are not the same, or even a 
similar, race of people. Their language, 
religion, temperament, sentiment, and 
teaching are as radically different ss 
daylight from dark. Because they 
may dress somewhat alike to the eyes 
of Mr. Yeo dees not ‘prove their 
similarity. As to whether it is better 
to have the land vacant or have it 
settled by Galicians, as Mr. Yeo says 
is the choice at Stuartburn, need not 


be imported into the Galician question | 


in the Edmonton district. There is 


is between haying certaim parts of the 
district settled by Galicians,or by Eng- 
lish and French Canadians, British, 
Germans, or Scandinavians. In this 
district the Galicians do not settle 
where no one else would; but other 
people move away from where they 
heve gettled. Possibly the Galicians 
are better than the other people. But 
the sentiment here is that we would 
rather have the others, and of the 
better classes of the others. Nor are 
we afraid we will not get them. We 
are getting them right along, and we 
don’t want them kept out by the 
ovcupation of large tracts by Galicians. 
Where the original Canadian settlers 
are of the opinions of Mr. Yeo is the 
place to settle the Galicians. The 
trouble is that with the solitary ex- 
ception of Mr. Yeo, those who shout 
the loudest in favor of Galician immi- 
gration are those who are farthest 
away from their prospective colonies. 


A MISUNDERSTANDING AND AN APOLOGY. 

The Buiuetm™ is said to have a 
reputation for being outspoken, which 
to a certain extent is desirable. But 
this desirable feature may be carrioc 
to undesirable extremes. Sometimes 
also, owing to this reputation, people 
fancy they are hit and hurt when the 
Buxetin had no intention of ruffling 
their feelings. A recent and notable 
instance has become prominent 
in the cclumns of our esteemed 
contemporary the Free Press. The 
ButzetiIn has the misfortuhe to 
differ from that great journal as to 
the merits of the policy which aids or 
induces Galician immigration. In 
upholding its own side of the case it 
spoke of the utterances of the Free 
Press on this question as those of its 
Galician editor. The editor, evidently 
without due consideration, jumped to 
the conclusion, and so voices it at 
some length in his editorial columns, 
that the Buttetin had spoken of him 
asa Galician. Whereas the BuLur- 
TIN was merely stating in concise 
form the fact that the Free Press 
makes the advocasy of a Galician 
immigration poliey one of its im- 
portant features. If the editor 
had turned the matter over in his 
mind (?) for a moment he would have 
seen that the reference was rather to 
the duties of the person having charge 
of a certain department of the paper 
than to his nationality. As for in- 
stance, when the words “live stock 
editor” are used, they do not mean 
that the editor is a “horse, mule, ass, 
one of the neat cattle or swine,” how- 
ever closely he may resemble one or 
other of these valuable animals in 
temperament, appearance or mental 
capacity. The BuLtETiIn does not 
see eye to eye with the Free Press as 
to the merits of the Galicians, but it 
is quite prepared to admit that they 
may have redeeming qualities. The 
Free Press editor may rest easy. The 
Buttetin had no intention of insult- 
ing what remnants of manhood and 
respectability unnumbered years of 
serfdom have left in the Galicians by 
insinuating that any one of their 
nationality was capable of taking 
part in editing the Free Press—a 
paper which it would be fulsome 
adulation to call a journalistic 


prostitute.

COMPARATIVE RAILWAY RATES. 

D. R. Ker, of Brackman & Ker, 
writes to the Victoria Times that his 
firm desiring to ship Edmonton oats 
to Grand Forks in the Kettle river 
valley by the only at present avail- 
able route via Spokane and Northern 
railway from Nelson te Bossburg in 
Washington, and thence by team to 
Grand Forks were met by a charge of 
$8 per ton for the 100 miles from 
Nelson to Bossburg. He compares 
chis yery unfavorably with the C. P. 
R. charge of $7.00 a ton from Ed- 
monton to Nelson a distance of nearly 
700 miles. ; 

Mr. Ker mentions in the course of 
his letter that as the result of the 
enterprise of his firm in building mills 
and elevatore in the Alberta district 
to supply Kootenay they “are to-day 
doing three-fourths of the entire grain 
and cereal business in the Kootenay 
country.” This is good for Messrs. 
Bracmkan & Ker, and good for North 
Alberta as well. Mr. Ker further 
says that if the United States roads 
would give reasonable rates his firm 
could do the grain trade of the 
Boundary Creek country with Cana 
dian—that is Alberta—products. This 
statement gives hope that when the

struction is completed, which will 
render Canndian dealers independent

PEACE RIVER MAIL. 

The mounted police will make ao 
trip to Peace River by way of the 
Landing and Lesser Slave lake not 
later than Feb. 15th. They will take 
herse sleds and will take all letter 
mail that may be offered for these 
points, Also as many parcels and 
papers as they have conveyance for. 
Money or valuables will be taken and 
receipts given, but it is to be under- 
stood that no further responsibility is 
to be incurred than the obligation to 
use due care and diligence in forward- 
ing. This mail is not being sent by 
the post office t, but merely 
taken by a police patrol for the accom- 
modation of the public. The exact 
date upon which the mail will leave 
will be announced later. 


FORT SIMPSON. 


A letter has been received by T. A. 
Stephen, from Judge Johnson, the well 
known engineer of the H. B. steamer 
Wrigley, dated Nov. 26th. The letter 
says that a number of prospectors are 
wintering at Fort Norman, and a num- 
ber at Great Bear lake, where they 
have gone to put up fish, and so save 
their imported provisions. Amongst 
those at Great Bear lake are Mr. and 
Mrs. Westhead, of Buffalo lake, and 
Mr. Jones and sister. ‘The latter in- 
tend portaging over to Gravel river, 15 
miles from Fort Norman, and sleighing 
up Gravel river, and over to the Mac- 
millan. Three boats which came by 
the Prince Albert route. are frozen in 
13 miles above Simpson. The Potts 
party are 80 miles above Simpson. 
The steamer Lillian B. got to Hay 
river on Great Slave lake where her 
owners,the Butterfield party, are winter- 
ing. Clatworthy and one member of 
his party is winterivg 20 miles up the 
Liard, Two other members of his 
party are at Simpson. 


POLICE BALL. 


The annual ball by the officers and 
men of G Division at Fort Saskatche- 
wan was given on Tuesday night and 
was a great sucess. The attendance 
was large, many of the guests being 
from town, although the weather was 
rainy and unpleasant, the roads bad 
and the drive long. Showing that 
the proverbial hospitality of the 
mounted police has not lessened, and 
is still appreciated. The ball room 
was decorated most artistically and 
appropriately with evergreens, designs 
formed of swords, revolvers and car- 
bines. flags, mottoes and battle pic- 
tures, etc. A large picture of Queen 
Victoria was placed over the entrance, 
draped with the Union Jack and Stars 
and stripes. Her Majesty's picture 
was supported on either side by photos 
f Commiesioner Herchmer and Supt. 
Griesbach. In order that the ball 

m might be as roomy as possible a 
temporary building had been erected 
adjoining for the musicians. No pains 
had been spared by the members of 
the foree to provide for the comfort 
and convenience of their guests. This 
was specially noteworthy because of 
the comparatively small number of 
men now at Fort Saskatchewan. The 
music was under the leadership of W. 
Clark, of the force, and was excellent. 
Commissioner Herchmer, Supt. Gries- 
bach and Inst. Snyder were present 
and entered heartily into the pleasures 
of the occasion. Arrangements had 
been made to serve the supper ina 
building new the ball room, but 
owing to the rain this was not 
done, and it was served in the ball 
room, the red coats waiting most 
courteously upon their guests. The 
lengthy programme with extras, 
extra extras, and encores without 
number was danced toa finish, and 
the ball closed with hearty cheers by 
the departing guests for the mounted 
police. 


MARTIN SOME MORE. 


Aayone who thought that the anti- 
separate schools and anti-disallowance 
agitations in Manitoba had exhausted 
the energies of Hon. Jos. Martin will 
be undeceived by realing the policy 
of the new gevernment of British 
Columbia as outlined in the speech 
from the throne at the recent opening 
of the legislature. Mr. Martin be- 
lieves firmly that parliaments and 
governments exist vo do things—not 
to keep them from being done; and 

is colleagues think like him. The 
first item on the bill of fare is the 
prohibition of aliens from acquiring 
placer claims in the Atlin lake dis- 
trict of British Columbia. New 
Westminster, wrecked by the fire, is 
to have her civic finances put ona 
stable basis by legislation. The tax 
on miners is to be remitted in case of 
men working for wages, also that part 
of the tax on personal property known 
as the tax. The Torrens 
system of land titles is to be intro- 
duced. Japanese are to be prohibited 
from working in coal mines. Pros- 
pectors are to be protected on railway 
as well as on crown lands.’ Changes 
are to be made in the management of 
the finances by which it is hoped that 
the credit of the province will be 
maintained and important economies 
effected. These are only a few of the 
points touched on, and they mean & 
great deal more than the mere printed 
words convey. The clauses regarding 
prospecting on railway lands and 
employment of Japanese in coal mines 
means that issue is joined directly 
with the Dunsmuirs, the kings of 
Vancouver Islamd, who for years have 
been to British Columbia, what the 
C. P. R. has been to the Dominion.

Our object is to give our shareholders 
a direct interest in the conversion of 
their wheat into flour of the very best 
possible quality controlling the highest 
prices, which will unquer’ionably en- 
courage our farmers to produce the 
highest grade of wheat, as they will be 
as much interested in the sale of the 
company’s flour as they will be in the 
sale of their own wheat. 

While our scheme is calculated to 
stimulate the production of really good 
wheat, and to establish a reputation 
for Albertan flour which it has not 
hitherto enjoyed, it will effect incal- 
culable good amongst our farmers by 
combining the various nationalities of 
which our company is composed in a 
common cause having for its object 
not alone the benefit of the individual, 
but the general welfare of the whole 
community, by giving the pzoducer 
what he has a right to demand—-honest 
value for what he has to sell. 

On our board of directors we have 
representatives of English, French and 
German. nationalities working _har- 
meniously together, a most desirable 
state of affairs tending to the assimila- 
tion and welding together of our 
people as Canadians working in the 
interests of the development of our 
country’s resources.

Pierre Ferguson arrived from Lesser 
Slave lake on Wednesday, the 25th. 
They left the crossing of the lake on 
the 12th, with three double -teams. 


They took the Campbell trail from the 
lake to the Swan river, and brought 
hay with them a3 far as Salteaux 
river, this side of the Swan hills to 
feed their teams on the way out and 
back. Speaking of the trail Mr. 
Bredin says that it is in good con- 


dition now for winter travel, but 
there has been little or no travel over 
it from the lake to Salteaux river 
this side of the Swan hills. Some of 


the stumps are high, but he was not 
delayed from this cause half an hour 
on the whole trip. Some timber had 
fallen across the trail also, but this 
did not cause serious delay, He took 
the Campbell trail from the lake to 
Swan river. Although this trail is 
somewhat longer than the road cut by 
Mr. Chalmers between those two 
points he prefers it as there is abund- 
ant feed for stock along it. He does 
not consider the pulls up or down the 
Swan hills as bad, but some of the 
side cuts must be widened as they 
have become sideling by fallen earth. 


Saow was seven or eight inches deep 
along the trail. In an ordinarily 
severe winter this would be an ideal 
trail, as it is through woods nearly all 
the way, and is consequently well 


sheltered. While the river trail is 
as good, or possibly better if any- 
thing this winter, it would not be 
if the weather were severe. In that 
case all travel would be by the direct 
trail. While the road can be travel- 
led now in either winter or summer, 
it will need a considerable expendi- 
ture on the muskegs and hills to make 
it suitable for heavy freight in summer. 
B it the business of the Slave lake and 
Peace river regions justifies and de- 
mands the expenditure. There are 
nine tiaders at Lesser Slave lake., five 
at the Crossing of Peace river, two at 
Sturgeon lake, one at Grand Prairie, 
branch posts at Whitefish lake, Trout 
lake, St. John and Hudson’s Hope; 
and down the Peace at Vermillion is 
another import centre of trade and 
settlement. Lesser Slave lake has 
now a resident population of about 
1,000, and the number is increasing 
rapidly, owing to the advantages of 
abundant bar, water, wood and deep 
black soil. A number of Klondikers 
are wintering at Spirit river and 
Grand Prairje, on Peace river, several 
of whom intend to remain in the dis- 
trict and farm or ranch. Mr. Bredin
